Publishers are requested to furnish title-page proofs 
and advance information of books forthcoming, both for 
entry in the lists and for descriptive mention. An early 
copy of each book published should be forwarded, as it 


is of the utmost importance that the entries of books. 


be made as promptly and as perfectly as possible. In 
many cases booksellers depend on the WEEKLY solely for 
their information.

DEFECTIVE BOOKKEEPING. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that there are 
perhaps few men in business who do not keep 
beoks, we doubt whether every business man 
makes, or has made for him, an accurate record 
of his business. The account-books of a mer- 
chant are not apt to be on view, and therefore 
‘they escape the criticism to which the other and 
more obvious operations of his business are sub- 
mitted; but only too often, when they are sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of disappointed and angry 
creditors, does it appear that the business en- 
terprise which is properly accounted is the ex- 
ception and not the rule. 

To this cause, without question, many fail- 
ures are due, because few men set up in busi- 
ness for the purpose of wrecking it. We have 
faith enough in human nature to believe that 
the majority of business men have a whole- 
some horror of becoming bankrupt. When 
difficulties beset them they struggle along, 
opening one hole to close another, hoping day 
by day to catch up, without, however, a thought 
of consulting their books, which should be to 
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them. what the compass is to the mariner, 
Their goods have depreciated in value, but 
through a weak system of bookkeeping they 
are carried over year by year as live assets at 
cost price. Or, notes receivable, or current ac- 
counts, are allowed to run along until they out- 
run all chance of collection. Or, again, ex- 
penses are out of all proportion to the profits on 
sales, and so on to the end of the chapter. 

Bad bookkeeping results from several causes. 
Ignorance is one, inexperience and laziness are 
others. Lack: of common sense and lack of 
courage very often stand in the way of good 
bookkeeping, while dishonesty occurs less 
often than the unthinking imagine. Some 
men inherit bad habits, among which is faulty 
bookkeeping. These think that because their 
employers prospered notwithstanding their 
primitive methods of keeping books, they need 
not be fastidious either; forgetting that very 
likely their employers throve because they had 
great energy, or great acumen, or favorable 
opportunities, or insignificant competition, or 
all combined, and so got along, not because of 
poor bookkeeping but in spite of it. 

Some men are too lazy to keep books prop- 
erly; some think they are too busy to attend to 
such details, and others don’t want to know 
how they stand, being afraid to face the facts 
and hoping somehow to pull through, by good 
luck, maybe. How foolish and futile such a 
course is should be self-evident, and yet every 
day gives fresh evidence that one of the most 
vital factors in doing business is either im- 
properly performed or wholly neglected. No 
business man has a right to neglect the ordi- 
nary precaution of keeping the most accurate 
account possible of his business operations. It 
is a duty he owes to his creditors, to his family, 
and to himself. 


THE RELATIONS BETWEEN AUTHORS 
AND PUBLISHERS IN FRANCE. 


FROM an interesting report presented by 
Max Leclerc tothe Paris Cercle de la Librairie, 
and printed in the Bibfographie de la France, 
October I, it appears that, although profes- 
sional usage and the very clear text of the 
French Civil Code—to say nothing of a correct 
way of proceeding and mutual confidence— 
have hitherto sufficed to regulate in a satisfac- 
tory manner relations between authors and 
publishers, a campaign was opened some time 
since to bring about a new system. The pro- 
moters of this movement claimed that the rela- 
tions in question were ill defined and insuffi- 
ciently regulated; whence results a state of 
affairs unfavorable to authors. Legislative 
intervention is needed to subject publishers to 
very strict regulations (des obligations tris 
@roites). Only on these terms will authors ob- 
tain their desired guarantees. 

The International Literary and Artistic Asso- 
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ciation began in 1886 to deal with this question 
in its annual Congresses at Geneva, Venice, 
Neuchatel, Milan, Barcelona, Antwerp, Dres- 
den, Berne, and, last year, at Monaco. This 
Association claimed a special law on publish- 
ing agreements, alleging that such contracts 
are of a peculiar nature not contemplated by 
the French Code. After hearing legal opinion 
for and against at various congresses, M. le 
Batonnier Pouillet, one of the Association’s 
presidents, has drawn up a proposed law on 
publishing contracts. 

This scheme was discussed at the Associa- 
tion’s Congress held at Monaco in April, 1897. 
Several Paris publishers, Henri Belin, Gou- 
baud, Layus, Max Leclerc (of A. Colin & Co.), 
Le Soudier, Paul Ollendorff, and Templier (of 
Hachette & Co.), attended the Congress to 
watch, or, if needful, take part in, the proceed- 
ings. During the Congress they charged one 
of their body to move and advocate a resolu- 
tion affirming that the question raised was 
purely professional, and ought to be settled 
conformably to the usages of all the countries 
represented in the Association, and recom- 
mending the syndicate of authors and publish- 
ers of all nationalities to draw up a code of 
usages in this matter. This was moved by 
Max Leclerc, seconded and carried. On their 
return from Monaco, the Paris publishers men- 
tioned above met, on April 30, at the Cercle de 
la Librairie, to report to the president the re- 
sult of their mission. Thanks tothe kindness 
of the International Congress of Publishers, 
held at Brussels last year, the question was 
brought forward then, and it was decided that 
the Congress should communicate the resolu- 
tion of the Monaco Congress to the publishers 
of allcountries, recommending the appointment 


of commissions in each country to study the 


elements of a code of usages relating to the 
dealings between authors and publishers, and 
to take part in the labors of a mixed interna- 
tional commission, before which will be laid 
the preparatory studies made in different coun- 
tries. This res lution was unanimously voted 
June 26, 1897. The Congress of Brussels hav- 
ing notified the Cercle de la Librairie of this 
step, a commission was nominated consisting 
of George Masson, Delalain, Templier, H. 
Belin, Goubaud, Layus, Max Leclerc, Le Sou- 
dier, and Ollendorff, secretary. 

Below we give the version of what is termed 
by the Commission a Memento of rules in use 
and points to be settled (points a prévoir) in 
dealings between authors and publishers, which 
was ratified by the Administrative Council of 
the Cercle de la Librairie on July 22, as trans- 
lated for the London Publishers’ Circular. It 
had been already adopted by the Committee of 
the Société des Gens de Lettres on July 5. and 
the Assemblée Générale des Editeurs at the 
sittings from July 7 to 10: 

Authors and publishers are recommended to 
make an agreement ( faire un traité) before every 
publication, and to make use of the following in- 
Sormation for the drawing up of such agreement, 


1. Assignment of proprietorship of the work 
by author to publisher. Author guarantees 
the proprietorship of the work to publisher. 
Mode of assignment: With or without reserve. 
Duration of agreement: Limited or unlimited. 
(In. this last case, to provide for the prolonga- 
tion of literary property resulting from achange 
in the law.) 
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2. Character and extent of the work; its 
title, form of the work, number of sheets, il- 
lustrations, etc. 

3. The author formally binds himself (s’en- 
gage en forme) to deliver the manuscript for 
printing, time allowed (dé/ai)fordelivery. The 
publisher binds himself (s’egage) to publish, 
time allowed (a¢/az) for publishing. 

4. No alteration (modification) may be made 
in the work without the express authorization 
of the author; the same applies to any addition 
in the shape of notes or preface. 

5. Reading and correcting of proofs: author’s 
proof (40m a tirer de auteur) eventually to fix 
the limit of charge for correction to be borne 
by the publisher. 

6. Number of copies to be printed of the 
first edition; and, if the publisher has not the 
unlimited power of reprinting, the number of 
editions authorized, or the duration of the right 
of reprinting. 

7. In default of special stipulations, the sell- 
ing price and the date of publishing are fixed 
by the publisher. 

8. Author's fees or salary (Aonoraires), com- 
mission (aux) on those fees. Mode of assign- 
ment: (1) Assignment for a fixed sum, payable 
in one or two instalments; (2) Assignment with 
author’s right, payable either according to the 
number of copies in the edition, or according 
to the sale. 


PERIODS FOR RENDERING ACCOUNTS AND FOR 
SETTLING THEM. 


In case of payment according to the number 
of copies printed or the sale, the publisher, at 
the request of the author, shall furnish him 
with prcof from his books of the number of 
copies produced and the stock. 

g. The fixing of the commission (faux) on 
the surplus quire of each ream to replace the 
sheets spoilt or wanting in the ream (mains de 
passe). 

The fixing of the number of copies to be 
gratuitously supplied to the author. 

Manner of pushing: Press copies, prospec- 
tus, advertisements, etc., at the expense and 
discretion of the publisher. 

Stipulations relative to copies distributed 
gratuitously or given with an exceptional 
abatement with the object of promoting the 
circulation amongst certain classes of persons. 

10. In case of reprints, the publisher prints 
as many copies as he deems necessary; he ad- 
vises the author of the number of the new 
impression, in the case of author’s rights after 
the printing or the sale. 

Provide (frévoir) for the case when the pub- 
lisher would cease to reprint and the lapse of 
time in which the author would resume the 
free disposal of his work. 

11. Corrections or alterations at the time of 
a reprint; case in which the expenses are borne 
by the publisher; case in which they are borne 
by the author. 

In case the author desires to make altera- 
tions or corrections in his work it is lawful for 
the publisher to refuse them if he deems that 
such modifications are of a kind to injure the 
sale of the work or to change its character. 

For works which must be kept up to date, 
provide for the case when the author might be 
unable or might refuse to do the work. 

12. Right to publish the work under differ- 
ent forms, granted or reserved. 
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MODES OF SETTLEMENT. 


13. Translation, adaptation, and reproduc- 
tion of the text reserved or granted by the au- 
thor. Inthis case an understanding for dis- 
posing of the product realized. 

14. Unless otherwise stipulated, the author 
has not the right to include the work assigned 
to a publisher in a complete edition of his 
works. 

15. To provide against the eventuality where 
publication would be rendered impossible or 
unreasonable by the force of circumstances 
(par un cas de force majeure). 

16. In case of an agreement by time (traité 2 
temps) to provide against the question of the 
last printing and of the disposal of the copies 
remaining at the expiry of the agreement. In 
the case of the author treating with another 
publisher, if the first and second publishers do 
not come to an understanding for the taking 
over of the copies printed and the electros of 
the text, the author can insist on their being 
destroyed. 

17. Unless otherwise stipulated, drawings, 
engravings, electros, etc., executed at the pub-. 
lisher’s charges, are his property, and he may 
dispose of them as he pleases. 

18. Works ordered by a publisher on a plan 
furnished by him, or publications of which the 
publisher has the direction, the full and entire 
proprietorship belongs to the publisher, who 
has the absolute right to dispose of it, unless 
there are contrary stipulations. 

19. Agreements on account of participation. 

Agreements on ‘‘on sale” (en depét) account 
to fix the duration of the operation. 


NOTE. 


Extract from the home regulations of the 
Société des Gens de Lettres relative to the 
right of reproduction: | 

‘Art. 33.—Even when a member (unetteeive) 
sells to a publisher all the rights in his work 
(son auvre en toute prepriété), this sale cannot 
include the right of authorizing the reproduc- 
tion {n newspapers or periodical collections 
(recucils périodigues), whatever may be the form 
of the first publication ; this right no longer 
belongs to the author who has brought it into 
the Society. This sale cannot give the pub- 
lisher any participation in the price of repro- 
duction, which remains entirely in the domain 
of the Society.” 


IN PLACE OF FAMILY BIBLES. 


‘* THE passing of the ‘ Family Bible,’”’ says a 
writer in the New York 7ridune, ‘‘has been 
frequently spoken of, and it now appears that 
publishers have realized that the massive tomes 
of gilded leather that were once bought to orna- 
ment the centre-table of every properly ar- 
ranged parlor are no longer in demand. They 
were too large and heavy for use, and the 
records that were once made in them are not 
registered. The fact that extra large Bibles 
are not wanted now is corroborated at the 
American Bible Society rooms, where there 
have been during the last ten years twenty per 
cent. less of the big volumes sold than in the 
previous decade. The size which has taken 
the place of the unwieldy book of a past time 
is a serviceable one, with good maps, flexible 
covers, and of excellent print.” 
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NO COPYRIGHT ON A TITLE. 


Justice TRUAX, in the New York Supreme 
Court, on October 27 handed down a decision 
of importance to theatrical managers and play- 
wrights. The decision is the outcome of the 
dispute between Richard F. Sullivan, Victor 
Herbert, Miss Alice Nielsen, and Frank L. 
Perley as to the proprietorship of the title of 
‘*The Fortune Teller.” Some time ago Sulli- 
van applied to Justice Truax for an injunction 
restraining Miss Nielsen and Messrs. Herbert 
and Perley from the continued use of the title, 
‘*The Fortune Teller,” the comic opera now 
running at Wallack’s Theatre, New York. 

In his application Sullivan set forth that he had 
written a play which he produced in 1895 under 
the title of ‘‘ The Fortune Teller.” This title, 
Sullivan says, he had copyrighted. Sullivan’s 
production was a drama. 

In opposing the application for an injunction 
counsel for defence contended that the courts 
of this State had no jurisdiction in the matter, 
and that it was a matter for the United States 
courts to pass upon. He also claimed that in 
having a publication or play copyrighted the 
matter and not the title was copyrighted. 

In his decision Justice Truax says: ‘‘ The 
claim for injunctive relief is based solely upon 
the identity of the title upon which the de- 
fendant’s opera is advertised and produced. 
In other words, this action was brought to 
prevent the defendants from infringing upon 
the plaintiff's copyright in and to the title of 
the play. Such an action cannot be maintained 
in this court.” 

Justice Truax holds that as there is no actual 
infringement upon the property rights of the 
play, and that the sole action is based upon the 
usage of the title, the injunction sought for 
cannot be granted. 





A FRENCH INDEX TO PERIODICALS. 


THE issue of the ‘‘ Répertoire Bibliogra- 
phique des Principales Revues Frangaises pour 
l’année 1897” * marks the introduction into 
France of the system of indexes to periodicals 
which is an established feature of American and 
English bibliography. The French index is the 
work of D. Jordell, the able successor of Lorenz, 
and the enterprising and careful editor of the 
‘Catalogue annuel de la librarie frangaise,” 
to whose skill and bibliographical enthusiasm 
Henri Stein pays fitting tributein a preface tothe 
present index. M. Steinrefers tothe necessity 
of a key to the ever-increasing mass of current 
periodical literature, in which so much informa- 
tion of present interest and value is contained, 
and reviews the previous work in this field. 
The indexes tocurrent periodicals begun by W. 
I. Fletcher in 1884, and continued as the ‘‘An- 
nual Literary Index ” were the pioneers in this 
branch of bibliography, and were followed by 
the English ‘‘ Index to Periodicals,” conducted 
bythe Review of Reviews, although its connec- 
tion with that periodical is not mentioned by 
M. Stein; these were succeeded last year by 
the German index, the ‘‘ Bibliographie der 
Deutschen Zeitschriften-Litteratur.” prepared 
by F. Dietrich, in which 275 German periodi-

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cals were analyzed; and now the French pubili- 
cation is another link in the chain. 

The index is a compact, well-printed octavo 
of alittle over 200 pages. Itindexes 146 French 
periodicals appearing in 1897, and includes, at 
a rough estimate, about 9000 entries. There 
are two divisions, a subject list and an author 
list, the former being somewhat fuller, and 
giving author, title, and page entry, while the 
latter gives shorter title and reference to the 
issue of the periodical, without paging. Each 
periodical is designated by a simple abbrevia- 
tion, a key to which precedes the index. The 
periodicals selected for analysis cover the chief 
French general, scientific, technical, and medi- 
cal publications, including special society bul- 
letins, transactions, etc. Only important arti- 
cles and original contributions are indexed, 
fiction, poetry, etc., being omitted. Itis stated 
that the list of periodicals included is far from 
comprehensive, but that the present index is 
tentative in its character, and it is hoped that 
its scope may be enlarged and its usefulness 
extended with future issues. However that 
may be, by the publication of this index M. 
Jordell has performed an important service, not 
only to French bibliography, but to students 
and bibliographers generally, and his devoted 
and skilful labor should receive not only rec- 
ognition in words, but the practical support 
that it deserves. 





DUTCH PUBLISHERS IN FAVOR OF THE 
BERNE TREATY. 


IN opposition to the majority of the Vereeni- 
ging ter bevordering van de belangen des Boek- 
handels at Amsterdam, the general meeting of 
the Dutch Publishers’ Union, has passed a 
resolution to empower the Committee of the 
Union to treat with the Netherlands Govern- 
ment for the adhesion of the Netherlands to 
the International Union for the protection of 
literary and artistic works. The ground for 
this step is stated to be that the majority of the 
committee believes that for practical reasons 
the adhesion is daily becoming more necessary. 
As many Dutch publishers pay priority rights 
to foreign publishers, it is a serious injury to 
them if newspapers or other publishers publish 
stories, etc., for which they have already ac- 
quired from the author the priority right, and 
from the Union the right of translation! As 
this right cannot be guaranteed, the adhesion 
to the Berne Convention is the means of ob- 
taining equal rights for all. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Cor. GeorcE E. WARING, JR., died in New 
York City October 28, aged sixty-five. His 
death was due to yellow fever contracted while 
in Cuba as one of the special commissioners to 
sele t camp sites. Waring was bornin Pound- 
ridge, Westchester County, N.Y., July 4, 1833. 
He started in business life as clerk in a hard- 
ware store. In 185t he returned to Stamford, 
Conn., his boyhood home, to manage a country 
grist mill. In 1853 he began the study of agri 
culture scientifically. In 1855 he became man- 
ager of Horace Greeley’s farm. In 1857 he 
was appointed drainage engineer of Central 
Park, in New York City. In 1861 he went to 
the front as major of the Thirty-ninth N. Y. V., 
known as the Garibaldi Guard. He was mus- 


ee 
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tered out in 1865 with the rank of Colonel. 
From 1865 to 1875 he was in charge of the 
Ogden Farm, and from 1875 to 1894 he was 
engaged as sanitary engineer, with the ex- 
ception of five years, which he devoted to 
market gardening. In 1894 he was appointed 
chief of the Street Cleaning Department of 
New York, in which position he performed ad- 
mirable work. Colonel Waring was the author 
of several works which are text-books in agri- 
cultural and scientific schools. His best-known 
books are ‘‘ Elements of Agriculture,” ‘‘ Drain- 
age for Profit and Drainage for Health,” 
‘* Handy Book of Husbandry,” ‘‘A Farmer’s 
Vacation,” ‘‘Whip and Spur,” ‘‘ Sanitary 
Drainage of Houses and Farms,” ‘‘ The Bride 
of the Rhine,” ‘‘ Village Improvement and 
Farm Villages,” ‘‘ Sanitary Conditions of City 
and Country Dwelling Houses,” ‘‘ Tyrol and 
the Skirts of the Alps,” ‘‘ How to Drain a 
House,” and ‘‘ Sewerage and Land Drainage.”’ 


SILAS SADLER PACKARD, a well-known in- 
structor in commercial education, died Octo- 
ber 27, at his home in New York, aged sev- 
enty-two. Packard was born in Cummington, 
Mass., April 28, 1826, and began teaching pen- 
manship when sixteen years old. He went to 
Cincinnati in 1848 and became an instructor in 
a business college there. He came to New 
York in 1858 as editor of the American Mer- 
chant. He issued a text-book on bookkeeping 


soon afterwards that revolutionized the system. 


then in use, and that year he started a business 
college of his own, and was interested in it up 
to his death. 

HENRY W. DOoMMETT, for many years art 
critic of the New York Evening Express, died 
October 28, at Sharon, Conn. He was born in 
1824. and wrote a work entitled ‘‘A History of 
the Bank of New York, 1784-1884.”

BAuzac’s birthday, the 20th of next May, is 
his centenary, and is to be celebrated both at 
Paris and Tours. It is said that his long-for- 
gotten play, ‘‘ Maratre,” will be performed at 
the Paris Odéon. 


KENNETH GRAHAME, the author of those 
delightful volumes, ‘‘ The Golden Age” and 
‘* Pagan Papers,” has recently been appointed 
Secretary to the Old Lady of Threadneedle 
Street. Mr. Grahame has for a number of 
years been Deputy Secretary in the Bank of 
England. 

ZOLA has in hand, besides the recently an- 
nounced novel ‘‘ Fécondité,”’ (which will be the 
first of a series of novels following the trilogy 
just completed by ‘‘ Paris,”) another novel en- 
titled ‘‘ Teavail.”” This will be followed by 
‘*Verité” and ‘‘ Justice.” The heroes of these 
works will be the four sons of Zola’s Abbé 
Froment. The first of the series will be pub- 
lished in England by Chatto & Windus under 
the title of ‘‘ Fruitfulness.” 


‘* THE oldest novelist in the world,” accord- 
ing to the London Literary World, ‘‘is Louis 
Enault, the well-known French romance-writer, 
who was born at Isigny in 1792, and will ina 
few days attain his 1ro6th birthday. Novelists, 
as a rule, do not attain any great age, but M. 
Enault, it is said, leads a very regular life, and 
still possesses all his faculties. He took part 
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in Napoleon’s campaign in Russia, and at the 
Pass of Beresina lost three fingers by frost- 
bite. M. Enault has published nearly 100 
novels, and has still a wide circle of readers 
in France. He intends, on the anniversary of 
his 106th birthday, to issue a new novel !”

Magazine, has made arrangements with the 
publishers of Zhe Living Age, by which, begin- 
ning with the number for January, 1899, the 
magazine will be issued under the title of Zhe 
Eclectic Magazineand Monthly Editionof The Liv- 
ing Age.
